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OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Paris, April 29, 1867. 

M. Sarnte-Bevve has been quite the hero for 
a few weeks past. Complimentary letters have 
daily poured in avalanches upon him, not only from 
every part of France but from almost every eminent 
literary or scientific man of this country. The 
incident which led to these compliments occurred 
in the French Senate. A very violent man, Count 
de Ségur d’Aguesseau, in the course of a passionate 
speech against the revolutionary and materialistic 
tendencies of a large party in France, said: One 
more reproach, and this time upon some scandalous 
appointments made, and for which M. Rouland 
has to reproach himself. Iam glad he is here that 
I may say to him, he must feel all his life remorse 
for making an appointment which was a great 
scandal. (Murmurs.) 

M. Sainte-Beuve (rising, and interrupting the 
speaker): I protest against personal imputations 
which are foreign to the question, and which are 
addressed to honorable men. 

The President: M. Sainte-Beuve, don’t inter- 
rupt! 


M. Sainte-Beuve (continuing): If it is to M. 


Rénan M. de Ségur d’Aguesseau refers, I protest | 


against an accusation made against a man of talents 


and conviction whose friend I have the honor to be. | 


(Order! order!) 

The President: I noticed no personalities in M. 
de Ségur d’Aguesseau’s remarks. He spoke of some 
doctrines, but he named nobody. 

Numerous voices: To order, the interrupter ! 

Baron de Chapuis Montlaville: It is not possible 
to avoid feeling profound affliction when one sees 
in some part of modern literature, whose authors 
have just been praised, the laws of eternal order 
trampled under foot and the basis of social order, 
religion, attacked. (Very good! very good!) It is 
not right to come here to laud those men who spread 
conflagration in soviety, by diffusing among the peo- 
ple doctrines of atheism and irreligion. This is a 
social danger against which all good men should 
unite their strength. We protest against these 
pernicious doctrines with all the energy of our con- 
victions. (New and warm approbation.) Immo- 
rality flows in flood-tide, and it is in an especial 
manner our duty to point out to the government | 
the means of abating it. 

From all sides of the Senate: Very good! very 
good ! 

M. Sainte-Beuve again rises. 

Cries of order! are heard in every direction. 

M. Sainte-Beuve (with energy): M. de Ségur 
a’Aguesseau spoke of two things. There is a cur- 
rent of immorality and obscenity which nobody de- 
fends and which is reproved with contempt; but 
there are likewise honorable and respectable philo- 
sophical opinions, which I defend in the name of | 
freedom of thought, and which I shall never allow | 
to be attacked, and calumniated without protesta- | 
tion. (Order! order!) 

M. de Maupas: You will then be all alone in the | 
Senate to defend such doctrines. 

From all sides of the chamber: Unquestionably. | 

Count de Grossolles Flamarens: It is the first | 
time atheism has found a defender in the Senate. 

Marshal Canrobert (turning towards M. Sainte- | 
Beuve): You are not here, sir, to defend a man who | 
has denied the divinity of Christ, and who has come 
forward as the bitter enemy of our fathers’ religion, | 
which is still the religion of the very great majority 
of Frenchmen. (Very well! very well! Loud and 
prolonged movement of approbation.) 

The feeling of the public is entirely with M. Sainte- 
Beuve, although there are a great many people who 
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| deeply regret M. Rénan’s works, which disturb the 
faith and the peace of mind of a great many pe 
and certainly tend to loosen the bonds which bi 
all men to the discharge of the duties of good neigh. 
bors and useful citizens. But the Senate has gg 
often shown itself intolerant and servile, that the 
public revolt from its continual attempts to stop the 
progress of civilization because there are sparks 
from the locomotive which have burned houses and 
extinguished eyes. The public are a little angry, 
too, with the silence of Messrs. de Sacy, Prosper 
Mérimée, and de Saulcy, who should at least have 
seconded M. Sainte-Beuve. 

I now lay before you the conclusion of M. Théo. 
phile Gautier’s autobiographical sketch: “I then 
lived with my parents on the Place Royale, No. 8 
in the angle of the line of arcades where the Mayor's 
office was. If I note this particular, it is not to in. 
dicate to posterity one of my abodes. Iam not ong 
of those whose residence posterity indicates with 
a bust or a marble tablet. But this circumstance 
exerted a great deal of influence on my life. Soon 
after the Revolution of July, Victor Hugo took up 
his residence at No. 6 Place Royale. We could 
speak from one window to another, so near were 
our houses. Ihad been introduced to Victor Hugo, 
while he lived in the Rue Jean Goujon, by Gérard 
de Nerval and Petrus Borel. Heaven knows what 
anguish and what trembling were mine the day of 
this introduction! I remained more than an hour 
seated on the steps of the staircase with my two 
friends, entreating them to wait until I recovered 
something like composure. Hugo was then in all 
his glory and triumph. Admitted into the company 
of the Jupiter of the Romantic School, I could not 
even say to him what Heinrich Heine said to 
Goethe: ‘Plums are good for thirst on the road 
from Jena to Weimar.’ But gods and kings do not 
disdain these fears of admiring timidity. They are 
quite fond of seeing people faint in their presence. 
Hugo deigned to smile and to address me some 
words of encouragement. This was at the epoch 
when Hernani was in rehearsal. Gérard de Nerval 
and Petrus Borel became my guarantees, and I re 
ceived one of those famous red tickets stamped with 
the haughty Spanish motto, Hierro (iron). It was 
believed the performance would be stormy, and en- 
thusiastic young men would be wanted to sustain 
The hatred between Classics and Roman- 
tics was as virulent as the hatred between Guelph 
and Ghibeline, Gluchists and Piccinists.

NOTES ON BOOKS AND BOOKSELLERS. 


Tae Dickens’ ConTROVERSY.—Several matters are | 


presented by the letters, advertisements, and facts 
recently made public respecting the republication 
of Mr. Dickens’ works in this country, which pre- 
sent suggestive topics of reflection. We desire, 
however, to advert now simply to the fact that Mr. 
Dickens, in his published letter to Ticknor & Fields, 
not only speaks in a most disparaging and flippant 
manner of substantial payment received by him 
from this country, but, in our judgment, deals with 
the facts in a style that is almost next of kin to 
dishonesty. We regret to say this, but justice to 
members of the trade requires it, and the circum- 
stances of the case justify it. The letter of Mr. 
Dickens is as follows :—

After the appearance of this letter, Mr. Sampson 
Low published the following note. The spirit 
which prompted it is duly appreciated on this side 
of the water, and the good word which Mr. Low 
speaks for an American house is spoken in a man

ments should be wholhy overlooked in the exuberance 
which he feels at being put into the possession of this 
additional honorarium from American publishers 
Messrs. Harper do not seek from Mr. Dickens any such 
acknowledgment to be used by them as a public adver 
tisement, but they have a right to claim from Mr. Dick 
ens exemption from the only inference to be drawn from 
the communication, that his claims upon them haw 
hitherto been disregarded.

Now, we regard this letter of Mr. Dickens as Uh 
generous, if not dishonest. Would anybody sup 
pose, upon reading it, that the writer had actually 
received £3900 sterling, nearly $20,000 in gold

Brothers? Why does Mr. Dickens ignore tha 
fact? Why does he say that “in America the occ 
pation of my life for thirty years is, unless it beans 
your imprint, utterly worthless and profitless to mé , 
Are £3900, received within the last “thirty year 
such trash as to be “ worthless ?’’ or has that large 
sum melted away so as to be “ profitless ?”—a® 
taking into account various respectable sums I 
ceived from Lea & Blanchard, and other publishem® 
Even if we suppose that Mr. Dickens measured 
words with a micrometer, and is speaking 8 

; and solely of “collected editions,’’ we cannot 
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thinking that a frank and gentlemanly nature would | 
not have failed to recognize voluntary liberality as | 
respects particular works, even if it did not in form 
extend to collected works. It would have been 
in much better taste if Mr. Dickens had not sought 
to cover up and suppress the fact that he had re-| 
ceived very large remittances from a single publish- | 
ing house of this country. Yet this very fact he | 
coolly pronounces “ irrelevant.” Were £3900 ever | 
before “ irrelevant” to an author, unless in view of a 

prospective speculation? We do not care to dwell 

on this matter. We respect the talent of Mr. | 
Dickens as a writer of fiction, but we can assure | 


him that his letter is generally regarded by our 
publishers here as ungenerous, illiberal, and un- 
gentlemanlike ; and its results, unless corrected in 
some way, are likely to prejudice the general pecu- | 
niary interests of English authors among us. 


Still, | 
Mr. Dickens may have one standard, and we an- | 
other, for measuring what is gentlemanlike. That | 
may be said to be a matter of opinion. Whether 
his letter, however, is or is not, as we have said 
above, dishonest, may be regarded as a matter not 
of opinion, but of fact. He states that “ Messrs. | 
Harper purchased advance-sheets of my three | 
latest novels—‘ A Tale of Two Cities,’ ‘Great Ex- | 
pectations,’ and ‘Our Mutual Friend.’”’ That is | 
true as far as it goes. The payments for those 
three stories amounted to £3250. But it is not the | 
wholetruth. The same firm also paid £400 additional 
for “ Bleak House,” and £250 for “ Little Dorritt.” 
Is this forgotten by Mr. Dickens? These £650 are 


doubtless “ worthless and profitless” and “irrele- | 
vant facts,” but they show that Mr. Dickens is 
only within about seventeen per cent. of the truth, | 
which is pretty fair for a novelist. 

We do not suppose that either the trade or the |

At that time the sale of 
Mr. Dickens’ works was small in the United States, and 
there had been no uniform editions issued of them. 
Many of the plates we bought to get them out of the 
market, and these we melted down and sold for old 
metal. We then began stereotyping and publishing 
uniform editions of Charles Dickens’ works, advertising 
them very extensively, and so creating a demand for 
them—a demand of which other publishers now seek to 
avail themselves. We have continued to issue various 
editions since, twenty-three in all, at prices ranging from 
fifty cents to five dollars a volume, according to the size, 
quality of paper, number of illustrations, and binding of 
the edition. When Harper & Brothers arranged with 
Charles Dickens for the early sheets of his later works, we 
were considered by them as the only house, according to 
the usages of the trade, entitled to publish them in book 
form in America, and offered us copies of the advance- 
sheets on condition that we paid part of the purchase- 
money, and bought the stereotype plates and illustra- 
tions made by them of each novel.

PHIA.—ACTION OF THE PUBLISHERS AND BooKSELLERS. — 
At 1 o’clock Friday afternoon, a meeting of the 
publishers and booksellers of this city, and others 
connected with kindred branches of trade, was held 
at the publishing house of Messrs. J. B. Lippincott 
.& Co., No. 715 Market Street, to take appropriate 
action on the recent death of the venerable James 
Crissy, the oldest, and one of the most respected 
members of the book trade. 

Henry C. Carey, LL. D., was called to the chair, 
and Mr. Robert Lindsay appointed Secretary: 

The following resolutions were presented by Mr. 
H. C. Lea, and seconded by Mr. A. Hart, and were 
then unanimously adopted :— 

“ Whereas, It has pleased God to remove from 
among us our late friend and associate, James 
Crissy, and it is fitting that we should express the 
regret which we feel at his decease ; therefore 

“ Resolved, That we recognize the loss which the 
book trade of Philadelphia has experienced in the 
death of its oldest member, who during his long 
career had won the respect of all who knew him. 

“ Resolved, That we shall long cherish his memory 
as that of one of those men whose sterling integrity 
has contributed to earn for our city its character for 
straightforward and honorable dealing. 

“ Resolved, That in condoling with his family on 
their bereavement, we feel that their grief should 
ibe softened by the consolation that, in a long and 
blameless life, he had worthily fulfilled all the 
duties of a man and a citizen ; and that, when called 
to depart in the fulness of his days, he leaves be- 
bind him for his children that richest heritage, an 
unblemished name. 
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“ Resolved, That the Secretary be directed to com. 
municate tothe family of Mr. Crissy this expression 
of the feelings of the book trade of Philadelphia.” 

Mr. Crissy was in the eighty-fifth year of his age 
at the time of his death, and had been engaged in 
the printing and book business for upwards of fifty 
years. Since the erection of Goldsmith’s Hall, in 
Library Street, Mr. Crissy has been engaged in the 
publishing business there, in connection with Mr, 
Markley. In former years, the deceased was quite 
prominent in political affairs, having been a staunch 
adherent of and worker in the Old Line Whig 
party.

These books and manu- 
scripts are from the private library of the late Sir 
Thomas Rokewode Gage, a baronet created soon after 
the Restoration of Charles II., who had previously 
been knighted at that sovereign’s coronation ; the 
founder of the family, represented by Viscount Gage, 
is on the roll of Battle Abbey, among those who 
fought for Norman William at the Battle of Hast- 
ings. His brother, the present baronet, was a 
major in the army, with, it would seem, no taste 
for books. 

Rounp Towers or IRELAND.—The controversy on 
the construction, antiquity, and probable uses of 
these old buildings, which are found abundantly in 
Ireland and occasionally in Scotland, appears inter- 
minable. The late Dr. Petrie, artist and antiqua- 
rian, believed that they were built for ecclesiastical 
purposes, and were bell-towers, in all cases attached 
to churches and monasteries. Mr. John Wendele 
thought that they were erected over the remains of 
noted warriors or rulers. Some have asserted that 
they were used, before the Christian era, by the 
Pagan fire-worshippers; but Dr. Daniel Wilson 
denies their antiquity, and contends that they were 
erected between the ninth and the twelfth centu- 
ries. Mr. Ferguson’s theory is that they were 
treasuries and places of refuge. Mr. Hodder M. 
Westropp has just published his idea that these 
towers were used at night as beacons. There are 
118 of these in Ireland (of which 20 are entire, or 
nearly so), 3 in Scotland, 2 similar ones attached to 
the monastery of St. Gall in Switzerland, a few in 
Germany, and several in Arabia and Persia. 

Tae WEsLEYs.—It is stated, in “ Nooks and Cor- 
ners in Old France,” by the Rev. George Musgrave, 
when noticing a visit which he paid to Angers, 
where there formerly was a military academy at 
which the future Duke of Wellington completed 
his education, that, in the year 1786, a card was 
left upon M. le Comte de Chateaubriand, who then 
lived cluse to the college, inscribed, “Mr. Arthur 
Wesley,” who was then only seventeen years old, 
and astudent there. The family name was spelled 
Wesley until 1790, when it was extended to Welles- 
ley—the eldest son of the Earl of Mornington 
having borne the title of Viscount Wellesley 
since 1760. The name of Wesley, or Westley, is 
supposed to have been derived from the family 
property near the city of Wells, but there was an 
Irish bishop (Walter Wellesley, commonly called 
Wesley) in the early part of the 16th century; 
and Garrett Wesley, M. B. for the Irish borough of 
Dungannon in the Irish Parliament, was the person 
whose large estates in the county of Meath caine 
into possession of Mr. Cowley, or Colley, founder 

- of the Duke of Wellington’s family, by his mar. 
riage with the heiress of Mr. Wesley, whose 
maiden name he assumed after his own. The last 
of the Irish Wesleys was so nearly related to 
Wesley, the founder of Methodism, that he offered 
to adopt, educate, and provide for John Wesley’s 
younger brother, Charles. This was before 1728— 
for Garrett Wesley died in that year. The relation- 
ship between the venerable patriarch of Methodism 
and the Duke of Wellington was always acknow- 
ledged by the latter. 

CuaRLes Reape’s “Grirrita Gaunt.”—At New- 
castle-upon-Tyne, in the north of England, has 
been acted a drama founded on the above novel, 
produced under Mr. Reade’s own superintendence, 
and it is supposed that this is preliminary to its 
being performéd on the London stage. 

“Lyra Germanica.”—Of this work, which has 
been more than once republished in the United 
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States, where collectors of sacred poetry have largely 
drawn upon it, Longman & Co., the London pub.

Tue Italian government has lately been looking 
to the interests of the dramatic authors of that 
country, who, we take it, if not numerous, aff 
likely to become so, in view of their future copy- 
right profits, which are to be fifteen per cent. on the 
gross receipts at large theatres ; twelve per cent. at 
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second-rate theatres, and ten per cent. in the re- 
mainder, except where special arrangements are 
made between author and manager. There are 
eight Italian theatres of the first and forty of the 
second order, and the municipality of the palaces 
in which they are situated are to collect these rates, 
and to distribute them to the authors by whom they 
shall be claimed.

“TINGOMAR, THE BARBARIAN.”—This melodrama, 
very popular in this country a few years ago, is per- 
formed from what purports to be a “ translation by 
Mrs. Lovell,” who, however, does not read German.

what may be called a living profit. 

— There were lately 
issued, in London, the first numbers of new rivals 
to “ Punch :” one is entitled “ Judy,” the other, of 
& Very aggressive and personally satirical character, 
is called “The Tomahawk.” The only competitor 
to “Punch” which has sustained itself is “ Fun,” 
edited by Thomas Hood the younger, which is of 
several years’ standing.

“Burns.’’ Cheaper still is Byron, complete in a 
single volume, with portrait and sixteen other en- 
gravings on wood, for seven pence sterling. 

Tue Faure Srars or 1866.—There has just ap- 
peared in London, “ Falling Stars, being an Account 
of the Meteoric Showers of Nov. 13 and 14, 1866” 
(which were not visible in the New World), by the 
Rev. J. Crampton, Rector of Killesher. 

SHAKSPEARE A LAwYER.—An English barrister-at- 
law (Mr. William Lowes Rushton, of Gray’s Inn), 
who claims to have anticipated Lord Campbell in 
the endeavor to prove, by a careful examination of 
the Plays, that Shakspeare was a lawyer, has just 
published the first portion of “Shakspeare illus- 
trated by Old Authors,” and furnishes some very 
apt illustrations of obscure passages, and words and 
expressions of doubtful meaning, by appropriate 
extracts from authors whom Shakspeare had pro- 
bably read.
